You  are  hereby  notified  to  meet  at  The  Town  Hall  in  said  Brookfield  on 
Tuesday  the  Twelfth  day  of  March,  next,  at  seven  of  the  clock  in  the  evening 
to  act  upon  the  following  subjects: 

Polls  will  be  open  from  1:00  to  6:00  P.M. 

1 .  To  choose  all  necessary  Town  Officers  for  the  coming  year.  (By  Ballot) 

2.  Are  you  in  favor  of  changing  the  term  of  the  Town  Clerk  from  one  year 
to  three  years  beginning  with  the  term  of  the  Town  Clerk  to  be  elected 
at  next  year's  regular  Town  Meeting?  (Majority  Vote  Required)  (By 
Ballot) 

3.  Are  you  in  favor  of  changing  the  term  of  the  Tax  Collector  from  one  year 
to  three  years  beginning  with  the  term  of  the  Tax  Collector  to  be  elected 
at  next  year's  regular  Town  Meeting?  (Majority  Vote  Required)  (By 
Ballot) 

4.  Shall  the  Town  revise  Article  III,  Section  C  of  the  Zoning  and  Land  Use 
Ordinance  to  read,  "a  permit  for  the  excavation  and  removal  of  earth 
material,  in  accordance  with  Brookfield  Earth  Excavation  and  Restoration 
Regulations,  must  be  obtained  from  the  Planning  Board?  (Submitted  by 
Planning  Board)  (By  Ballot) 

5.  To  change  the  classification  of  Tumbledown  Dick  Mountain  Road  to  a 
Class  V  road  extending  Northwesterly  from  the  Westerly  sideline  of  land 
now  or  formerly  Matlock  and  extending  1 .4  miles  to  a  point  know  as 
Camp  Road.  (By  Petition)  (Majority  Vote  Required) 

6.  To  grade  (two  to  three  times  a  year)  Tumbledown  Dick  Mountain  Road 
extending  Northwesterly  from  the  Westerly  sideline  of  land  now  or 
formerly  of  Matlock  and  extending  1 .4  miles  to  a  point  known  as  Camp 
Road.  (By  Petition)  (Majority  Vote  Required) 

7.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  $185,000  to 
upgrade  Tumbledown  Dick  Road  from  its  current  status  to  a  Class  V 
road.  (Majority  Vote  Required) 

8.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  borrow  money 
in  anticipation  of  the  1991  taxes. 

9.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  discontinue  the  Town  Road  Equipment 
Capital  Reserve  Fund.  Said  Funds,  with  accumulated  interest  to  date  of 
withdrawal,  to  be  transferred  to  the  Town's  General  Fund.  (Majority  vote 
Required) 


10.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  create  an  expendable  General  Fund  under 
the  provisions  of  RSA  31:19A,  to  be  known  as  the  Town  Buildings 
Maintenance  Fund,  for  the  purpose  of  repairing  and  maintaining  the 
Town  Hall,  Salt  Building,  and  Town  Garage,  and  to  raise  and  appropriate 
the  sum  of  Eight  Thousand,  Seven  Hundred,  Forty  Four  Dollars  ($8,744) 
to  be  placed  in  this  fund  and  to  designate  the  Selectmen  as  agents  to 
expend.  (Majority  Vote  Required) 

1 1 .  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  establish  a  Capital  Reserve  Fund  under 
the  provisions  of  RSA  35:1  for  the  purpose  of  Road  and  Bridge  Repair 
and  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  Eleven  Thousand  Dollars 
($1 1 ,000)  to  be  placed  in  this  fund.  (Majority  Vote  Required) 

12.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  establish  a  Capital  Reserve  Fund  under 
the  provisions  of  RSA  35:1  for  the  purpose  of  Future  Land  Acquisition 
and  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  Seven  Thousand  Dollars 
($7,000)  to  be  placed  in  this  fund.  (Majority  Vote  Required) 

13.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  establish  a  Capital  Reserve  Fund  under 
the  provisions  of  RSA  35:1  for  the  purpose  of  Town  Road  Maintenance 
Equipment  and  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  Ten  Thousand 
Dollars  ($10,000)  to  be  placed  in  this  fund.  (Majority  Vote  Required) 

1 4.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  discontinue  the  Capital  Reserve  Fund  for 
Park  and  Recreation  Purposes.  Said  funds,  with  accumulated  interest 
to  date  of  withdrawal,  to  be  transferred  to  the  Town's  General  Fund. 
(Majority  Vote  Required) 

15.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  establish  a  Capital  Reserve  Fund  under 
the  provisions  of  RSA  35:1  for  the  purpose  of  Park  and  Recreation 
Equipment  Fund  and  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  Three 
Thousand  Dollars  ($3,000)  to  be  placed  in  this  fund.  (Majority  Vote 
Required) 

1 6.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  have  property  taxes  collected  twice  each 
year,  in  June  and  December.  The  June  amount  will  represent  half  of  the 
amount  of  total  property  tax  collected  the  previous  year,  and  the 
December  tax  bill  will  be  the  final  adjusted  tax  bill  after  tax  rates  have 
been  set  for  the  current  year.  (Majority  Vote  Required) 

17.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  give  the  Selectmen  authority  to  sell  or 
transfer  any  property  acquired  by  them  by  a  Tax  Collector's  deed  by 
public  auction,  advertised  sealed  bid  or  in  such  other  manner  as 
determined  by  the  Selectmen  as  justice  may  require.  (Majority  Vote 
Required) 

18.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  raise  and  appropriate  Seven  Thousand,  Two 
Hundred  Dollars  ($7,200)  for  the  balance  of  the  Reassessment  of  the 
Town  and  this  to  be  funded  by  surplus  as  of  12/31/90.  (Majority  Vote 
Required) 

1 9.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $500  for 
Huggins  Hospital. 


20.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $875  for 
the  Visiting  Nurse  Association  of  Wolfeboro  and  Vicinity. 

21 .  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $575  for 
Carroll  County  Mental  Health  Services. 

22.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $450  to 
help  finance  the  Wolfeboro  Area  Meals  on  Wheels  Service. 

23.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $1 4,577 
for  the  Wakefield  Fire  Department. 

24.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $1 ,000 
for  Forest  Fire  Protection. 

25.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $51 ,008 
for  use  of  the  Sanbornville  Landfill  with  an  additional  sum  of  $2,500  to 
be  raised  for  use  of  the  Septage  Lagoon. 

26.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $3,881 
for  Brookf  ield's  share  of  maintenance  of  the  Wakefield  Area  Ambulance 
expenses. 

27.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  contract  with 
the  Town  of  Wakefield  for  police  protection  at  a  cost  of  $47,171  if 
accepted  by  Wakefield. 

28.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $1 ,700 
for  the  Gafney  Library  Incorporated.

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Report  of  the  Planning  Board 

The  Planning  Board  met  for  12  regular  meetings  and  numerous  workshop  meetings,  and 
several  Public  Hearings,  as  detailed  below. 

Subdivision  activity  consisted  of  one  major  and  one  minor  subdivision  being  approved. 
One  minor  subdivision  was  denied  on  technical  grounds,  and  this  was  subsequently 
appealed  to  the  Zoning  Board  of  Adjustment.  In  addition,  one  lot  line  adjustment  was 
approved.

Public  hearings  were  held  in  January  on  three  unrelated  topics:  (1 )  An  amendment  to 
Brookfield's  wetland  ordinance  to  make  this  document  consistent  with  changes  in  Federal 
law;  (2)  Adoption  of  the  BOCA  building  code;  (3)  Earth  Excavation  (Gravel  Pit)  regulations. 
The  first  two  items  were  approved  by  the  voters  at  Town  Meeting;  the  third  was  continued 
for  action  at  the  1991  Town  Meeting.  The  Gravel  Pit  moratorium  was  continued. 

The  Brookfield  Master  Plan,  1990  update,  was  completed  on  schedule  and  presented  to 
the  Town  at  a  Public  Hearing  in  August.  This  document  is  the  culmination  of  many  hours 
work  by  many  people.  It  is  the  Board's  intention  that  the  Master  Plan  remain  a  living 
document.  This  is  the  framework  for  our  community's  future.  Please  take  the  time  to  review 
it.  Copies  are  available  for  checkout  at  the  Gafney  Library.  For  those  wishing  to  purchase  a 
copy,  they  may  be  obtained  from  the  Planning  Board  for  a  $10.00  fee  to  cover  printing 
costs. 

The  Planning  Board  has  taken  on  responsibility  for  regulation  of  Gravel  Pits,  pursuant  to 
state  law.  Earth  Excavation  and  Restoration  Regulations  were  adopted  and  presented  at  a 
Public  hearing  in  January,  1991 .  A  change  in  Zoning  to  enable  these  regulations  will  be 
presented  to  the  voters  at  Town  Meeting. 

A  committee  of  Planning  Board  members  has  been  appointed  to  review  needed  updates  to 
the  Zoning,  Building,  and  Sudivision  regulations.  Many  changes  are  mandated  by  recent 
legislation.  This  work  will  be  continuing  in  1991 . 

The  Planning  Board  and  the  Selectmen  will  be  working  together  to  develop  a  Capital 
Improvements  Program  (a  recommendation  of  the  Master  Plan).  This  will  outline  anticipated 
capital  spending  needs  for  the  next  five  years. 

The  Planning  Board  has  been  approached  by  a  developer  interested  in  expanding  and 
developing  Moose  Mountain  Ski  Area.  This  would  require  changes  to  the  Zoning  Ordi- 
nance. We  anticipate  this  will  be  a  topic  of  discussion  in  1991. 

Your  input  is  always  welcome.  Please  feel  free  to  attend  any  meeting  or  contact  a  Board 
member  with  your  comments  or  concerns.

With  the  current  economic  difficulties  individuals  and  towns  are  experiencing,  it  is 
important  that  the  people  be  informed  and  that  agencies  be  accountable  for  spending 
practices.  The  1990  cost  for  Police  service  for  the  Town  of  Brookfield  was  $47,824.  That 
sum  breaks  down  to  365  days,  24  hours  per  day  at  $5.45  per  hour.  This  is  ultimate 
coverage  at  minimal  cost.

Wakefield  Area  Ambulance  Corp. 


The  Wakefield  Area  Ambulance  Corp.  responded  to  eleven  calls  in  Brookfield  in  1990. 
Of  these  two  were  for  motor  vehicle  accidents,  and  nine  were  for  home  accidents  or  illness. 
Of  these  eleven  calls,  ten  were  transported  to  area  hospitals. 

The  Corps  presently  has  nineteen  members  of  which  ten  are  Emergency  Medical  Techni- 
cians. Of  the  ten  EMTs  three  are  qualified  for  defibulliation  and  two  are  qualified  for 
intravenous  treatment.  We  have  four  members  who  are  Advance  First  Aid  qualified. 
Members  logged  1 550  hours  of  voluntary  man-hours  on  calls  to  Wakefield  and  Brookfield 
residents. 

The  Corps  also  has  and  maintains  a  snowmobile  and  stretcher  sled  for  emergency  calls  to 
areas  that  the  ambulance  is  unable  to  reach. 

Please  remember  the  Corps  stills  holds  Blood  Pressure  Clinics  the  first  Wednesday  of  each 
month  from  10:00  AM  to  Noon  at  the  Wakefield  Fire  Station.  Anyone  interested  can  have 
their  blood  pressure  checked  free  of  charge. 

The  Corps  is  always  looking  for  new  members  to  better  provide  medical  aid  to  Wakefield 
and  Brookfield  residents.  Anyone  interested  in  becoming  a  member  can  call  the  Wakefield 
Selectmen's  Office  or  contact  a  Corps  member.
